could be handled easily by serv¬ 
icemen in hospitals and by ma¬ 
rines, soldiers, sailors and air¬ 
men serving in the combat 
areas.

S26 Million Tax Refunds in 
This Part of State So Far 


Jay G. Philpott, district direc¬ 
tor of Internal Revenue, had 
good news today for area tax¬ 
payers. 

So far this year, IRS has re¬ 
turned more than $240 million 
in federal income tax refunds 
to taxpayers in the eight-state 
midwest region. And 159,979 
taxpayers in central and south¬ 
ern Illinois will share in this 
amount to the extent of more 
than $26'/i million. 

Director Philpott noted that 
some taxpayers are experienc¬ 
ing delays in receiving their re¬ 
fund checks because of errors 
being made in filing their 1967 
returns. 

For instance, some of them 
have been using the wrong tax 
tables in computing their fed-

House Passes 
Price's Lunch 
Bill for Children 

The House of Representatives 
last week passed decisively a 
bill originally introduced by 
Rep. Melvin Price (D), East St. 
Louis, which would provide 
lunch for impoverished children 
attending summer camps, day 
care centers, and various pre¬ 
school activities. 

In a prepared statement Tor 
the House, Rep. Price reminded 
his colleagues, “It is this type 
of remedial legislation that the 
House must look to if we are 
to have even the slightest 
chance to solve the problems 
of our cities which have been 
so graphically described in the 
recent report of the President’s 
Commission on Civil Disor¬ 
ders.” 

Using- the approach and ex¬ 
perience developed in 21 years 
of the National School Lunch 
Program and three years with 
the School Breakfast Program, 
Rep. Price’s H. R. 15398 would 
broaden the base of efforts to 
improve child nutrition by au¬ 
thorizing a three-year pilot pro¬ 
gram to reach children in a 
variety of non-school situations. 

A full range of food assistance 
would be provided on a year 
round basis in public or private 
non-profit day-care centers, set¬ 
tlement and neighborhood hous¬ 
es and private non-profit pre¬ 
school activities. During the 
summer months in recreational 
programs such as day camps 
and youth centers, lunch would 
he provided for children of low- 
income families who face the 
summer nutrition gap when the 
school lunch programs are not 
available. 

Price’s amendment to the Na¬ 
tional School Lunch Act closes 
the one final gap in the legisla¬ 
tive framework that has devel¬ 
oped in recent years. 

The new amendments to the 
lunch program now go to the 
Senate for immediate consider¬ 
ation. Rep. Price is hopeful 
that this measure will be signed 
into law by the President within 
a few months. 

Seminar on Juvenile 
Law to Open Today 

A seminar on recent develop¬ 
ments in the field of juvenile 
court law will be conducted to¬ 
day and Tuesday by Leon 
Scroggins, state’s attorney, for 
law enforcement and educa¬ 
tional personnel at the court¬ 
house at Edwardsville. 

Among discussions will be 
the opinion of the U. S. Su¬ 
preme Court that a juvenile is 
entitled to an attorney, right to 
confront witnesses, the priv¬ 
ilege against self incrimination, 
notice of the charges and ap¬ 
propriate court review.

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Nearly Extinct 60 Years Ago, 
Buffalo Now Making a Comeback

Investors-Look Before Leaping 


(The Camrose Canadian, 
Camrose, Alberta) 

Romanticists of the prairies 
will be pleased to know that 
the plains buffalo has shown 
his adaptability in two recent 
programs of extension and con¬ 
servation. 

One herd of 25 animals was 
shipped from Elk Island Park 
a month ago to Ormstown, Que¬ 
bec, while another herd was 
recently shipped to Gleichen, 
where they will be propagated 
under care of the Blackfoot 
Indians. 

The sale to a private breeder 
marked the first such sale since 
1906, when the animals were 
nearly extinct. 

Slightly bewildered after a 
78-hour train ride, the Quebec 
animals adapted quickly to 


their new environment, and are 
reported in excellent condition. 

Similarly, on arrival at Glei¬ 
chen one young bull decided to 
test the ability of any stockade 
td hold him, and rammed 
head-on into a corral post. 

When it held, he decided life 
in the area wasn't too bad after 
all, and immediately settled 
down with the rest of the herd 
to become acclimatized. 

In each case the concept is 
developing a herd large enough 
to provide a reasonable mar¬ 
keting program, an idea that 
will take from five to eight 
years. 

Romanticists and conserva¬ 
tionists alike will be delighted 
to see the territory of the buf¬ 
falo expand again — though 
probably never again will the 
world see giant herds roaming 
the plains.

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What to Do When Over-Withheld 


(Internal Revenue Service) 

Q—I was greatly over-with¬ 
held last year on my income 
tax. What can I do to reduce 
my withholding? 

A—If you are presently 
claiming all of your exemptions 
for withholding purposes, you 
may be able to claim additional 
withholding allowances based 
on the size of your itemized de¬ 
ductions. 

This is explained in Schedule 
A (Form W-4) available at lo¬ 
cal IRS offices. 

Q—If somebody has a Job 
overseas, do they still have to 
pay U. S. income tax? 

A—Income earned over¬ 
seas Is fully taxable for 
civilian or military employ¬ 
ees of the U. S. government. 

Those who work for a pri¬ 
vate concern overseas may 
be able to exclude all or 
part of their income from 
U. S. tax. 

For details, send a postcard 
to your Internal Revenue Dis¬ 
trict Director for a- free copy 
of Publication No. 54. “Tax 
Guide for U. S. Citizens 
Abroad.” 

Q—Our daughter earned sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars last year 
babysitting. Does she report 
this income or do I, since she 
is my dependent? 

A—If your daughter 
earned $600 or more last 
year, she is required to file 
a tax return. You should 
not report her earnings on 
your return even though 
she is your dependent. 

Q—Are Social Security bene¬ 
fits ever taxable? 

A—No, they are not. 

Q—Where can I buy a copy 
of “Your Federal Income 
Tax”? 

A—'Most local offices of IRS 
have copies or you can write 
the Superintendent of Docu¬ 
ments U. S. Government Print¬ 


ing Office, Washington, D. C. 
20402. The cost is 50 cents. 

Q—I cashed in some U.S. 
savings bonds last year. How 
do I figure what I should re¬ 
port as interest on them? 

A—Report as Interest the 
difference between what you 
paid for the bonds, the issue 
price, and what you received 
when you turned them In. 

Some cash basis taxpayers 
elect to report the interest 
earned each year on their bonds 
rather than all at once when 
they redeem the bonds. Either 
way of reporting this Interest 
income is acceptable. 

Q. My wife and 1 went to an 
expensive charity ball last year. 
How do we figure our tax de¬ 
duction? 

A. If the event was sponsored 
by a qualified charitable organ¬ 
ization, then you may be al¬ 
lowed to deduct a portion of the 
ticket price as a charitable con¬ 
tribution when you itemize. 

For example, if th,e tickets to 
the ball cost you a total of $50 
and you received a dinner and 
entertainment that would nor- 


Q. I will have a new ad¬ 
dress next month. Should I 
mall my return to the district 
office at my new address? 

A. No, mall your return to 
the IRS office indicated in the 
1040 instructions based on 
your address at the time you 
file the return. When you 
move, be certain to leave a 
forwarding address with the 
post office. Many refunds are 
delayed because the post of¬ 
fice is unable to locate the 
taxpayer. 

Q. Can my wife and I file a 
joint return this year if it is to 
our advantage even though 
we’ve filed separately in the 
past? 

A. Yes, you can.

Process of Renewal Essential to Any 
City; Federal Funds Available Here 

As noted in a study completed by a Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce committee last week, federal 
urban renewal funds are available to Granite 
City as a result of credits based on a variety of 
recent and scheduled expenditures for public 
improvements by this community. There is a 
time limit in which to qualify for grants related 
to the credits. 

Even though Granite City is eligible for the 
kind of federal money that has been distributed 
to countless other cities, there would be no rea¬ 
son to spend it if no local problems existed. But 
there are serious problems in regard to parking, 
space for commercial development and neigh¬ 
borhood deterioration. 

We doubt that complacency is the chief 
obstacle to the progressive steps that are so 
badly needed. Municipal officials surely do not 
want to preside over the decline of their city and 
its economic health. But points unrelated to the 
real issue may have been allowed to obscure 
what is at stake. 

Any municipality must engage in rehabili¬ 
tation and revitalization as the years go by or it 
will soon find itself lacking in attractive placet 
to live. play, shop and do business. 

There are already clear warning signals that 
action is needed immediately in the downtown 
area and the vicinity of St. Elizabeth Hospital. 
Remedies that would work noW could be inef¬ 
fective if delayed. 

Preparation and submission of a federal 
grant application—geared to meet local condi¬ 
tions. needs and wishes - deserves placement 

high on the list of pending city business. Re¬ 
newal to offset the ravages of time is essential 
if a community is to live, not die.

When the Granite City park district ice 
skating rink initially was proposed, there were 
some who agreed that it would be an excellent 
addition to local facilities but also were uncer¬ 
tain whether there would be enough interest and 
attendance to make it economically feasible. 
Such uncertainty no longer exists. 

A rousing box office success from the first 
day, the Wilson Park rink and its concessions 
grossed $43,073 and netted $7782 from Oct. 
27 through Jan. 31. a report to the park board 
discloses. Of these figures. $33,236 gross and 
$5733 net represented skating fees. 

The rink has given the Quad-Cities a rec¬ 
reational attraction unmatched in many areas, 
nnd the large and attractive structure housing 
it also will get extensive use during warm 
weather. Happily, the whole project is profitable 
] rather than a financial burden — providing a 

firm basis for even more imaginative planning 
in future years. 

Emergency ‘SOS’ Drive to Aid Servicemen 

Prior to Christinas, Quad-Cityans showed 
their desire to aid U. S. armed forces in Vietnam 
by providing hundreds of Red Cross "ditty 
bags." 

Now. in March. Red Cross Month, they are 
being called on to give $5 or more—or less, if 
they cannot afford a $5 contribution—to pro¬ 
vide further help to Quad-City and American 
soldiers, marines, airmen and sailors in Vietnam. 

Simultaneously with the escalation of the 
war. the size of U. S. armed forces has ex¬ 
panded. Necessary services to them and their 
relatives dwarf those of all postwar years and 
are approaching the world war II era in cost. 

The unpredictable nature of the conflict 
and the vast changes that have taken place in 
recent months made it impossible to anticipate 
the financial requirements in advance. As a re¬ 
sult. a limited emergency SOS campaign 
(Support Our Servicemen) is being conducted 
with United Fund acquiescence. 

With direct services to fighting men and 
their families having reached $9016 a year 
from the Tri-Gty Red Cross chapter, not count¬ 
ing its own Quad-City area military service, up 
from $400 to $1000 a month this winter, the 
chapter has called on the public to "help us 
help" U. S. servicemen. Gifts can be sent to the 
Red Cross at 1411 Twenty-first street. Granite 
City. 

Venice School Board Vacancy Filled 

Appointment of Richard H. Bailey to the 
Venice board of education is an indication of the 
extent to which thinking has changed in the 
Venice school district. 

His duties as a board member will be the 
same as the other six members—meeting the 
educational needs of all children.

Q. I recently bought 20 shares 
of U.R.L. Investment Co. I un¬ 
derstand this is a new firm and 
would appreciate anything you 
can tell me about it. 

A. It really disturbs me to 
get letters like this—and I get a 
fair number of them. They’re 
clear cases of looking after you 
leap. 

In most cases we have a 
wealth of information on any 
firm we want to know about. 
The time to check up on them 
is before we buy. 

But in spite of these admoni¬ 
tions to investigate before we 
invest, a great many people 
just don't bother. I can’t im¬ 
agine what my opinion would 
be worth to you at this time. 

This particular company has 
Issued a prospectus that de¬ 
scribes its history and outlines 
its operations quite completely. 
You can still obtain a copy if 
the salesman didn't give you 
a copy. Or, if that is too much 
trouble, it would have been 
quite easy for you to call a 
broker and ask the opinion of 
his firm's research department. 

Unless an Investment 
company is completely new, 
you can find out quite a bit 
about it on your own by go¬ 
ing to the library and check¬ 
ing its record in Arthur 
Wiesenberger’s book on mu¬ 
tual Investment funds, or 
looking It up In Forbes 
Magazine’s annual report on 
mutuals, which is Issued in 
mid-August each year. 

Q. I am about to make a 
start at investing In the stock 
market. Would you have any 
comment on Texaco or Ltng- 
Temco-Vought? 

A. From Just about every 
standpoint you are talking about 
two entirely different types of 
stocks. 

Which you should buy de¬ 
pends upon what you'are aim¬ 
ing for in Investing. 

Texaco Is a company with a 
great amount of assets In the 
ground. One of the faster-grow¬ 
ing oil companies, it is world¬ 
wide in operations with esti¬ 
mated earnings for the past 
year of about $5.50 per share. 

Texaco is now selling at 15 
times earnings, which is close 
to its low average price-earn¬ 
ings ratio for the last five 
vears. Dividend yield is about 

Ltng-Temco-Voight Is good, 
but for entirely different rea¬ 


sons. Starting as a defense-ori¬ 
ented company, It remained 
chiefly dependent on U.S. gov¬ 
ernment defense contracts for 
several years. 

More recently, however. It 
has put through a series of 
mergers of different companies, 
with the result that it is now 
in meat and food processing, 
electronics, sporting goods, etc. 
—with only 30% of Its business 
presently coming from govern¬ 
ment contracts. 

Although LTV's sales have 
not shown a proportionately 
bigger percentage growth than 
Texaco since 1960, Its earnings 
have more than trebled in that 
period, while Texaco's have 
gone up only about 50%. LTV’s 
price-earnings ratio is now 18 
to 1, or three times the average 
low ratio of recent years.

Research Under Way to Simplify, Economize in Renovating Old Homes 


Approach to Physics Revamped 


(American Institute of 
Physics) 

Poor instruction in some sec¬ 
ondary school physics and com¬ 
petition for manpower from 
closely related scientific fields 
m-e causing a constantly in- ■ 
creasing and alarming shortage 
of American physicists, a Rut¬ 
gers University scientist con¬ 
tends. 

Dr. Peter R. Weiss, professor 
and chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Physics at Rutgers 
College, hoping to change the 
trend, has instituted changes in 
both philosophy and practice in 
the physics curriculum at Rut¬ 
gers. 

"We rotate our faculty 
through the various courses so 
their outlook and presentations 
of course material are fresh," 
Dr. Weiss explained, “and we 
show our students that physics 
is a dynamic field in which 
ideas are proposed, considered, 
studied, refuted, defended and 
sometimes discarded. 

"Also, we are now putting 
more emphasis on undergradu¬ 
ate education. For a number of 
years, graduate education was 
stressed here and at Other 
American universities, while un¬ 
dergraduates were left partially 
unattended. 

"Now that graduate education 
has been developed, we can 
once again focus more attention 
on the undergraduate.” 

Grant May Help Ease Shortage 

Helping to implement the 
changes in the program at Rut¬ 
gers is a grant of $2.7 million 
given to the Department of 
Physics over a year ago by the 
National Science Foundation as 
part of the federal agency’s 
Science Development Program. 

One million dollars of the 
"Centers of Excellence" grant 
is being spent for faculty re¬ 
cruitment, fellowships, and 
scholarships and the remaining 
$1.7 million is devoted to equip¬ 
ment. 


Dr. Weiss believes that by up¬ 
grading the undergraduate pro¬ 
gram his department will be 
able to interest and hold stu¬ 
dents in the physics curriculum. 
He thinks this is of utmost im¬ 
portance in the face of reports 
that there are as many as 10 
openings in various branches of 
the discipline for each qualified 
candidate. 

Sound Heard 900 Miles Away 
Scientists at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity’s Lamont Geological Ob¬ 
servatory reported that their in¬ 
struments north of New York 
City heard the sound of a Sat¬ 
urn rocket launching at Cape 
Kennedy, more than 900 miles 
away. The air waves were 
"unexpectedly strong” and 
"quite sensational.” 

Senior Research Associate Dr. 
William Donn said that U.S. 
and Soviet nuclear explosions 
in the atmosphere are the only 
man-made events which have 
produced stronger readings on 
the Lamont instruments. 

Only two natural events cre¬ 
ated stronger air waves — the 
eruption of the Krakatoa vol¬ 
cano in the East Indies in 1883 
and the fall of the Great Si¬ 
berian Meteorite in 1908. 

The sound of the Saturn lift¬ 
off at 7 a.m. passed over New 
York City an hour an a quarter 
later on its way to the Observa¬ 
tory in Palisades, N.Y. 

It was picked up by sensitive 
microbarographs, which meas¬ 
ure changes in air pressure 
caused by the passage of sound 
waves through the atmosphere. 
The instruments record the 
waves in pen and ink on paper 
on a rotating drum. 

“We expect the analysis 
of these sound waves will 
reveal much about the na¬ 
ture of the atmosphere at 
high elevations,” said Dr. 
Donn. “Conditions in the at¬ 
mosphere from the surface 
of the earth up to about 160 
miles are important in the 
formation of sound waves at

A gutted Brooklyn brownstone 
is an unlikely place for an in¬ 
dustrial research center, but 
that's just where Johns-Man- 
ville, one of the nation's lead¬ 
ing producers of building ma¬ 
terials, is conducting on-site 
evaluation of urban rehabilita¬ 
tion materials and methods. 

No. 39 St. John's place is in 
the middle of a quiet block in 
the Park Slope neighborhood of 
Brooklyn where rows of brown- 
stones — built between 75 and 
100 years ago — stretch down 
from Prospect Park toward the 
harbor. 

It is one of 17 buildings being 
rehabilitated by the Park Slope 


Improvement Corporation under 
a grant from the Frederick W. 
Richmond Foundation. General 
contractor for the project is 
Tishman Realty & Construction 
Co. 

A full-time project engineer 
from J-M's research center is 
assigned to No. 39, along with 
a building materials technical 
services engineer. 

Their task is to learn 
what the company now 
makes or could make which 
is most suitable In renovat¬ 
ing older structures. 

And by working closely 
with the contractor, they 
seek to evaluate methods 
and develop techniques 
which can make renovation 
economical and fast. 


No. 39 is the only one of the 
17 buildings in which one com¬ 
pany is providing most of the 
necessary materials. Because of 
its diversification, J-M is do¬ 
nating products of three of Its 
building materials divisions for 
roof-to-cellar requirements. 

These include a variety of 
extruded asbestos-cement prod¬ 
ucts, fiber glass insulation, gyp¬ 
sum wall board, mineral fiber 
acoustical panels, and vinyl- 
asbestos floor tile. 

Products have been selected 
for long service and low main¬ 
tenance needs. 

The last tenant moved out of 
the building during the fall, and 
work of gutting the structure 
started shortly afterward. Com¬ 


pletion of the rehabilitation, 
which will convert the four- 
story building into four apart¬ 
ments, is expected soon. 

As with the other build¬ 
ings,^steps which formerly 
led to the “parlor floor” 
have been removed. 

A new sunken sidewalk 
will be created below street 
level, with low walls and 
steps, and trees and bushes 
acting as separators from 
street traffic. 

Instead of each brownstone 
having its own back yard, 
fences and walls have been re¬ 
moved and the entire rear area 
will be landscaped as a com¬ 
munity park area and play¬ 
ground, with access from any 
of the 17 buildings.

Military veterans returning 
to civilian life found Jobs faster 
in 1967 than during any previ¬ 
ous years since 1958. 

During 1967, ex-servicemen's 
longest period of unemployment 
averaged 5.5 weeks, compared 
with 5.9 weeks In 1968, 7.1 
weeks in 1965 and 7.9 weeks in 
1964. 

The 1967 record Is the low¬ 
est since the present unemploy¬ 
ment insurance program for 
veterans began in 1958. 

During the final half of 1967, 
the longest spell of joblessness 
for discharged veterans fell to 
an average of 5.1 weeks, com¬ 
pared with 6.1 weeks during the 
first half of the year. 

President Johnson's program 
launched last August to provide 
returning military veterans 
with maximum assistance in 
finding jobs has been a major 
factor in this improvement, 
Secretary of Labor Willard 
Wirtz believes. 

More than 300,000 returning 
veterans have been offered as¬ 
sistance in finding jobs by the 
staffs of the nation's 2000 pub¬ 
lic employment service offices 
since August. 

The program features direct 
personal contact with the re¬ 


turning veterans by represenla 
tives of state employment serv 
ice agencies affiliated with the 
U. S. Employment Service. 

About 850,000 GIs are ex¬ 
pected to enter civilian life 
this year. In 1967, about 
three-quarters of a million 
were separated from mili¬ 
tary service. 

Figures reported by State 
employment security agencies 
show that servicemen leaving 
the military filed 222,300 claims 
for unemployment insurance 
last year. 

Of these, just over half- 
122, 800-actualiy drew at least 
one check, with the rest finding 
work or withdrawing from the 
labor force. 

Only about 5% of all those fil¬ 
ing claims found it necessary 
to draw all funds to which they 
were entitled before finding a 
Job. 

During 1967, ex-servicemen 
drew $46.3 million In beneflts- 
the second lowest amount paid 
since the program began in 
1958. A low of $39.5 million was 
registered in 1906. 

Individual servicemen drew 
an average of 41.95 a week on 
their claims. The total amount 
paid to each veteran averaged 
$373.

The new 1968-69 appropriation 
figures of the Chouteau town¬ 
ship budget include the town 
fund, $27,400, compared to $24,- 
270 last year; general assist¬ 
ance fund, $22,110 compared to 
$21,810 a year ago; regular road 
and bridge, $42,450 compared 
to $30,850; permanent road 
fund, $41,500, compared to $21,- 
000, and the equipment and 
building fund, $10,000, compared 


These figures establish a new 
combined budget of $143,460 for 
ail purposes, compared to $106,- 
930 for the 1967-68 year. 

The town fund account of $27,- 
400 in the new bill includes sal¬ 
aries of $19,400 for town offices, 
up $3100 from last year’s $16,- 
300 for this purpose. Cost of 
elections is budgeted at $900 for 
the new year, up $250 from 
$750 last year. The item for 
town officers expense is set at 
$1900, up $650 from last year, 
while $550 for the town collec¬ 
tor's expense is a new item not 
included a year ago. 

Cost of other services in the 
town fund, which include audit¬ 
ing and legal services, is fixed 
at $3200, down $200 from a year 
ago. A $500 contingent fund is 
unchanged. 

In the general assistance 
fund the slight overall increase 
of $300 is reflected entirely in 
t h e administration account, 
fixed in the new budget at $4160. 
This is an increase of $300 over 
last year's $3860. All other items 
in the new budget that are

The total appropriation of 
$42,450 In the regular road and 
bridge fund includes increases 
for ail items except the contin¬ 
gency fund which is unchanged 
at $500. 

Increase R-B Items 

The road and bridge fund 
items include $1250 for con¬ 
struction of roads, up $200; 
$1100 for construction of 
bridges, up $100; $10,500 for 
road maintenance, up $2500; 
$1800 for bridge maintenance, 
up $500; $13,000 for oiling, up 
$2500; $4000 for new machinery, 
no appropriation last year; 
$3500 for repairs of machinery, 
up $2000; $500 for weed control, 
up $150, and $6300 for adminis¬ 
tration, up $650. 

Two major items are added 
to the permanent road fund this 
year to account for the bulk of 
the increase in that fund. These 
include $13,500 for construction 
of hard roads and $9700 for 
maintenance of hard roads.

Tax Ruling Aids 
III. in Competing 
For New Industry 

Proposed elimination of the 
tax exemption on municipal in¬ 
dustrial revenue bonds will at 
least temporarily restore Illi¬ 
nois to equal footing with other 
states in competing for new 
plants, the Press-Record 
learned Friday. 

Thirty-three states have al¬ 
lowed such bonds, which ab¬ 
sorbed $1 billion of the money 
market in 1967, but an Illinois 
enabling act had not yet been 
tested in court. 

The U. S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment said last week it will seek 
a regulation banning untaxed 
bonds issued after March 15. 
While the regulation is pending, 
the Internal Revenue Sendee 
will cease ruling on the tax 
status of individual issues. 

Madison, Port Outlook 

No direct effect is likely on 
the Stephen Maeras Industrial 
Park in Madison, Mayor Maer¬ 
as said, since the city has been 
using reserve bridge funds to 
erect plant facilities for lease. 

However, the ban would elim¬ 
inate city industrial bonds as a 
future option after the $2>4 mil¬ 
lion bridge reserve is fully com¬ 
mitted, he noted. 

Carl A. Ranft, Tri-City Re¬ 
gional Port District manager, 
said the ruling apparently will 
not affect the district's ability 
to issue bonds for warehousing 
and other public facilities, but 
that it would preclude the pos¬ 
sibility of branching out into in¬ 
dustrial construction. 

Plant development is now ex¬ 
pected to be financed through 
banks and through the issuance 
of corporate-bonds. 

The practice of municipalities 
issing bonds to finance building 
of plants for private firms grew 
rapidly in recent years but 
aroused criticism from both the 
government and financiers. The 
bonds were retired from lease 
payments by the occupants, and 
had lower interest costs than 
firms paid when financing con¬ 
struction with their own tax¬ 
able securities.
